TO INVESTIGATE 
FEED PROFITEER 


Federal Grand Jury will Sift 
Overcharge Report. 


Cattle Shippers Said to Have 
Paid Double Price. 
Stockyards Commission Men 
may Lose Licenses. 


[EXCLUSIVE DisPaTCH.1 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— 
Charges that Chicago stockyards 
commission merchants have been 
overcharging farmers to the extent 
of thousands of dollars on stock 
feed in the yards are to be in- 
vestigated by the Federal grand jury 
which will be impanelied in Chicago 


next Tuesday. 
This was admitted here today by 
Dist.-Atty. Clyne of Chicago, 


who came to Washington to confer 
with the Attorney-General over 
phases of the case against the big 
packers which the government has 
decided to press for alleged viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. 

It has been discovered, officials 
say, that overcharging the stock 
farmers for feed in the pens has 
been practiced by some of the stock- 
yards commission men for a pro- 
longed period and an investigation 
into these disclosures, it was author- 
itatively: stated, will be one of the 
first undertakings of the September 
grand jury. 

When the stock raisers sh 
to Chicago it is the custom of the 
commission men to charge against 
the shipper the amount of feed the 
stock consumes while awaiting sale. 


In carrying out this system, gov- 


ernment agents claim they have dis- 
covered that the comm men 
have been deducting from the 


shippers’ profits more than double 
the amount of money they should 
have paid. It is explained some of 
the commission men have been in 
the habit of charging against a 
shipper for cattle feed two hundred 
pounds of hay when 100 pounds was 
all that the cattle consumed. The 
100 pounds left over was then fed 
to another shipper’s cattie and he 
in turn was charged for 200 pounds 
of hay. . 

The disclosures, it is said, have 
been called to the attention of the 
Department of Agriculture, which is- 
sues licenses to the commissioners, 
and the department is conducting an 
independent investigation with «a 
view to determining whether some of 
the licenses should be revoked. 


“The government is lcoking into 
those charges,” said Dist.-Atty 
Clyne “The disclousures 


today. 

do not affect all the stockyards com- 
miasion men but there is evidence 
tending to show that some of them 
have profited to the extent of thou- 
sands of dollars at the expense of the 
farmers trough these irreguilari- 
ties.” 

The District Attorney sald he 
would return to Chicago Tuesday 
morning ready to direct the work 
of the grand jury in its irfvestigation 
of the government's charge against 
the packer and the new allegations 
made against the commission men.

These are the poople who get 
out and hoof it arourd, buttenhol- 
ing uncounted citizens, spying out 
on the inhabitants of pig pens and 
cow corrals, and interviewing bank 
presidents about their businesses.

ADVANCE ESTIMATES. 


Mr. Dodson is getting advance es- 


timates on the population of vari- 
ous regions of the county, for the 
purpose of districting it. He has writ- 
ten to all the chambers of com- 
merce in this region, asking for 
statements as to mhabitants and in- 
dustries. 


The working map of his district 
Supervisor Dodson must make in 
duplicate, showing every enumera- 
tor’s district, his name and the des- 
ignation of each district by appro- 
priate letters and res. When 
these Maps are approved by the di- 
rector of the census one set is re- 
tained at Washington and one set 
returned to Los Angeles for the 
working map by which the popula- 
tion count will be made. 

However, when the counting is 
done, Mr. Dodson ts going to know 
a whole lot less about the popula- 
tion of Los Angeles county than 
many other people, such as com- 
of directories. Because the 
census is made fake proof and the 
supervisor of the count is about the 
one person least likely to know re- 
suite before they are published at 
Washington. 

- By law, compilation of the results 
of the count throughout the nation 
must be completed at Washington 
and published before June 30, 1922, 
the end of the census period. But 
the population of all States and the 
large cities will be published by July 
or August, next year. 

NO COLLUSION. 


In advance of official publication, 
the count will be hedged about with

Every census employee will be un- 
der oath and in danger of a heavy 
penalty in case he divulges any in- 
formation he may secure through 
census inquiries.

In the 
last census, $500,000 was paid in 
royalties alone for devices of this 
kind. These machines will have to 
handle several hundred million pop- 
ulation cards alone, to say nothing of 
200,000,000 cards for farm statistics. 

Supervisor Dodson, when he sends 
in his last schedule, cannot possibly 
know the total count for the city or 
the county. He will have neither the 
time nor the machinery to add up 
the totals of the enumerators, lists 
and even if he knew, he would face 
a heavy fine and something worse

, any informatign gained by 
his count. 

At Washington all schedules are 
to be carefully preserved: If after 
the figures are announced there is 
complaint, the figures are to be care- 
fully compared with the schedules 
and verified, but nether the 
schedules can be changed at Wash- 
ington nor totals counted in the dis- 
trict where the count is made. Of- 
ficials assert that in this way the 
secrets of the census are protected 
and the rivalry of communities is 
impartially but effectively controlled. 

OVER HUNDRED MILLION.

BLESSING TO THE NATION. 

The complete failure of the re 
cent strikes in Los Angeles, all of them— 
the telephone strike, the electrical strike, 
the shipyard strike, the Los Angeles Rai) 
way strike, the Pacific Electric Railway 
strike, the steam railroad strike—the 
plete failure, we say, of all these strikes 
in Los Angeles not only constitutes a tre 
menpdous asset for this city and Seuthery 
California, bot is a blessing to the’ whole 
nation. 

These strikes have cost millions of dol- 
lare—the heaviest proportionate losses fall- 
ing upon the strikers end their families 
and other working people—but they are 
| worth more than they cost; for they have 


spirit of industrial freedom in Los Ange- 
} les until it is impregnable in a higher de 
gree than ever before. Public opinion 
against lJabor-union domination has been 
unified until the word ‘striker’ has be- 
come a term of reproach, while these who 
show their courage and their loyalty by 
sticking to their posts of duty and enabling 
public utilities to function are generally 
commended. The point of the term “scab” 
was blunted when the Federal government 
assembled several hundred so-called “strike- 
breakers” to insure the orderly movement 
of the trains on the steam railroa4s. 
| Los Angeles emerges from its industri- 
_al strife absolutely victorious and carry- 
ing not a single wound: while most of the 
radica] agitators slipped discreetly out of 
town on the first trains running north and 
east. Not a single industry in Southern 
California is tied up by a strike. There is 
no strike on the electric lines now. The 
cars-of the Los Angeles Railway Company 
are manned by loyal, well-paid and well- 
satisfied workmen who do not pay a dollar 
to eny man for the right to earn a living. 
| Al the lines of the Pacific Electric Reail- 
Way are operating on schedule time with 
crews that are well satisfied to work un- 
der open-shop conditions and for the wage 
which the company offers. The trains on 
the steam railroads are moving regularly 
to their destinations and the dream of 
“wiping Los Angeles off the map” has 
proved as illusory as’ that of the Hohen- 
zollerns to bufld and control a railway 
from Berlin to Bagdad. ‘ 
Few victories in the aistory of industry 
have won so complateily and with 
such slight losses. Fres industry and the 
open shop have demonzetrated clearly and 
vigorously their right to a place in the 
-gun; Southern California has shown to the 
world that it is self-supporting,’ that it can 
get along without the aid of the rest of 


— 


rest of the country can get along without 
the food products of Southern California. 

It would be impossible for such a nota- 
ble victory to be won here without strength- 
ening the cause of industrial freedom else- 
‘where. The good effect of the repulse of 
. the’ radical labor-union agitators has radi- 
ated, and other communities are begin- 
ning to understand that the dominion of 
the radical unionists can exist only so long 
as communities are content to live in vol- 
untary servitude. The cefeat of the ex- 
tortionists here will serve as an object 
lesson to would-be extortionists elsewhere. 
The deterrent effect alore will be worth 
much more than the cost of the strikes 
through which Los Angeles has passed.

FEES INADEQUATE. 


The fees that a registrar of land 
titles in California ig authorized to 
collect. are entirely inadequate to 
the service rendered, and are much 
smalier than those charged in other 
jurisdictions where a similar system 
is in operation. In Canada where 
the Torrens System is Universal the 
registrar charges $5 for writing « 
certificate of titig as compared to 
$1 here. For filing and entering « 
mortgage on the original certificate 
the charge is $1.50 while the charge 
here is 60 cents. on other 
instruments are in proportion.

IFIRST GIRL IN. 


WONDER VALLEY 


Young Los Angeles Woman in 
Katmia, Alaska. 


Writes of Strange Freaks of 
Volcanic Eruption. 


Natural Steam Jets. 


To Miss Dixie Dawson, of 1417 
South Bonnie Brae street, this city, 
has come the distinction of being the 
first American girl to enter the ex- 
traordinary Katmia Valley, in Alaska 
according to a letter from her re- 
ceived yesterday by Mrs. F. 
Fletcher, her mother. When the 
Mt. Katmia volcano erupted in 1912 
and covered thousands of square 
miles with ash and pumice, killing all 
vegetation and game and wiping out 
whole settlements, it was regarded 
as 4 great calamity. The eruption. 
however, uncovered a strange forma- 
tion which is declared to ve ane of 
the wonders of the world. Already 
there is a movement on, foot to de- 
velop tourist traffic to t extraord- 
nary freak of nature. 

Miss Dawson, who is with the 
Beaux-Arts Film Company of Los 
Angeles, writes from Kodiak: ; 

“T would not have believed such 
a place existed had I not seen it. 
The whole place is one mass of 
steam pits, or fumeroles, from 
which the steam rises constantly. 
The holes are from five to seventy- 
five feet deep. The voicano ash 
around them has become moistened 
and the fumes from the steam have 
colored it every tint of the rainbow. 
We also could cook to perfection by 
the fumeroles—which is lucky, a# 
there's not a tree left for miles 
around. You just cover your pork 
and beans with snow water, tie the 
lid on the pot and lower it into one 
of the steam holes. Forget it for 
five hours, or five days if you wish 
(for it won't burn or dry out) and 
then return and find your food 


| “The ‘smokes,’ literally thousands 
of them, are clouds or jets of steam 
under various pressures, emitted 
from holes and huge caverns in the 
solidified volcanic clay. The entire 
valley, which is shaped like a clover 
leaf, seems to be gradually solidify- 
ing. In one of the three arms of the 
valley is a ‘live’: glacier of consider- 
able size, at the foot of which is a 
—— cobalt-blue lake of hot 
water.

IS WAR-TIME BEER 
REALLY BEER AT ALL? 


MATTER OF OPINION IF ITS 
SALE VIOLATES GANDIER 
| LAW. JUDGES OPINE. 


Uptit the Supreme Court decides 
if 2.75 per cent. beer is intoxicating, 
the Superior Courts may be called 
UPON to Pass on individual cases of 


selling that war-time beverage in 
alleged violation of the Gandier 
ordinance. 

Judge Weller, who handed down 
the first decision, questioned the 
right to regulate or control! the sale 
of nonintoxicating beverage 
which is not in its nature detrimen- 
tal to the public health, peace or 
safety. 

This decision, it seems, was mis- 
understood Ly the public. Judge 
Works folio with a decision in 
which. he held ‘that the Gandier 
ordinance is effective up to the in- 
toxicating point. and a. license must | 
be procured under i before sales 
can be made. 

The question is what is the in- 
toxicating point. The Federal law 
applies to intoxicants. The Gan- 
dier ordinance applies to alpohetie 
liquor. 
Judge Works said yesterday: 

“It is a matter of individual 
judgment until a higher court de- 
cides the question. The decisions of 
the Superior Court judges are not 
binding on each other. Any man 
who desires may make an applica- 
tion for an order restraining the 
Chief of «Police from arresting him. 
and it then comes before a judge 
who decides the question for him- 
seit.” 
Judge 


Weller sald: 
“I took 


the position that a city 
cannot take the stand that the 
Gandier ordinance was superseded 
by the national prohibition act, so 
far as to prevent it from issuing a 
license under the Gandier ordinance, 
and then take the position that it 
was going to prosecute holders of 
permits from the Police Commission 
who were entitled to licenses and 
who had offered to pay the license 
fee for selling without having a lIi- 
cense. The complaint that came 
before me stated they were selling 
a nonintoxicating beverage. 

“If it was in fact intoxicating. and 
that is an issue to be determined, | 
then they were violating the na- 
tional prohibition act. It was neces- 
sary at the trial to determine 
whether 2.75 per cent. beer is in- 
toxicating.” 

Judge Valentine, in another case, 
held views similar to Judge Works.

Bone-Dry Ordinance Declared 
Absurd, Reckless.

Charlies H. Crawford, who is di- 
recting the campaign against the 
proposed bone-dry ordinance which 
has been submitted to the Counc!) 
by. the Arti-Saloon League, has is-- 
sued the following statement to the 
public and the city’s legislative 
body: 

“In face of the fact that the liquor 
problem was solved only twenty- 
two months ago by the people of Los 
Angeles when they adopted the so- 
called Gandier ordinance, it is in- 
conceivable that our Council of nine 
members should arbitrarily usurp 
the rights of the voters and undo 
that which was settled by nearly 
180,000. of them at the polis. 

“It will be recalled that nvt- 
withstanding the fact that a major- 
ity of the members uf the Council} at 
that time were ‘dry,’ they refused 
to take upon themselves the burden 
of deciding the niomentous question. 
They knew that there were two sides 
to the question, and the problem was 
of such grave prvportions that it 
should be presented to the people 
for their solution—and the people 
accepted the task as their duty. 
“There were several proposi- 
tions on the ballot, one of them be- 
ing for ‘bone-dry’ city. All were 
voted wn by overwhelming ma- 
jorities with the exception of the 
Gandier ordinance. Never at any 
time has a major of the people 
of Los Angeles v to sustain a 
bone-dry law. Despite the fact. the 
anti-saloon forces now are endeav- 
vring to coerce the Council into en- 
acting a law that will close Los An- 
geles tighter than a drum, and in- 
cidentally place a restriction upon the 
people which the people do not 
want. 

“As a result of the national war- 
time act, the city is restrained from 
permitting the sale of drinks con- 
taining the percentage of alcohol 
prescribed by the Gancier ordinance.

Harris's reerulits from Northeast 
Missouri swarmed. They gained the 
walls, gained the college and Mul- 
ligan surrendered. 

For this clever strategy Col. 
Vowles won his commission as 
colonel.

Vowles and his regiment failed to 
break the iron cordon that Grant 
placed around Vicksburg.

WANT MORE LIBERAL 
ENGLISH SHOE RATION. 


RESTRICTIONS ON AMERICAN 
GOODS FORCE BRITISHERS TO 
PAY EXCESSIVE PRICES. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
LONDON, July 25.—The Ameri- 
can Chamber of Commerce-tin Len- 
den is pressing the British Board 
of Trade for an increase in the ra- 
tien of shoes from the United States. 
which now remains limited to 25 
per cent. of the 1913 imports. 

The individual. importers have 
telegraphed McE)waine, 
president of the National Associa- 
tien of Boot end Shoe Manufactur- 
ere at Roston. urcing that action be 
taken at Washington to obtain the 
removal of restrictions In England, 
which were operating against Amer- 
ican shoe manufacturers. The 
American chamber in Lendon has 


supported their stand. 
Tt has been pointed out to the 
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Roard of Trade that while the boot 
and shoe concession remains limited 
to 25 per cent. of 1918, import, 
practically all the other major 
trades are enjoying at least a 60 
per cent. concession. Furthermore, 
it ix asserted, the British manu- 
facturer is unable to supply the do- 
meatic trade with anything like the 
quantity of shoes in demand. Be- 
eause of this scarcity the consumer 
is being forced to pay & high price, 
which would be materially de- 
ereased by allowing increased im- 


ports.

The following statement entitled 
“Why Patented Pavements Should 
be Prohibited in Los Angeles” has

Mayor Snyder says, “the time has

saved from the corrupting influence 
of a paving monopoly, when her 
property owners must be spared the 
double expense of using a patented 
| pavement.” The Mayor's position 
is a correct one and now is the time

Patented pavements always re- 
quire the payment of a large royalty 
te the patent holder, thereby in- 
creasing the cost of street improve- 
ments to the property owners. This 
self-evident. | 

There is still another fact, even 
more serious. Experience has shown 
that the patent owner, by secretly 
rebating a part of his royalty to a 
favored contractor, is able to decide 
who is the successful bidder and 
thereby stifie competition. This is 
the case in Los Angeles and other 
cities where patented pavements 
have been used.

ments. Sunset boulevard was paved 
with the patented type and already 
a large portion of the surface has 
worn out and it has been necessary 
to resurface the same at heavy ex- 
pense to the city. The balance 
is in such condition that it will have 
to be resurfaced at an early date. 

Wlishire boulevard is also a 
patented pavement, and its history 
is especially interesting. At the 
time it was paved it was the most 
expensive job ever lald in the city.

CONCRETE WORK WILL 
BE TAUGHT AT NIGHT. 


An evening class in reinforced 
concrete is being organized to meet 
fn room 106 of the civil engineer- 
ing building at the University of 
Southern California, corner of 
Thirty-fifth place and University 
avenue. 

The class will meet on Monday 
and Thursday evenings from 6:30 
to 8:15, beginning this week. 

The course will include a brief 
etudy of strength of materials, the 
design of reinforced concrete slabs, 
rectangular beams, T beams, double 
reinforced beams, columns, brackets, 
retaining walls, foundations, stairs, 
elevators, wind stresses, chimneys, 
water towers, dams, reservoirs, cul- 
verts, and bridges.

The Lane bill provides that the 
arid and cut-over lands shall be re- 
claimed by discharged soldiers and 
seamen, the men to be paid for their 
work. These men who do the re- 
clamation work will have first call 
upon the improved land. The bill 
stipulates that “the Secretary may, 
through agreement with the sol- 
diers, make provision for necessary 
improvements, but the contribution 
from the fund shall in no single 
case exceed $1200, nor in excess of 
three-quarters of the cost of the im- 
provements.” This money is to be 
repaid to the government within a 
period not to exceed twenty years 
at an interest rate of 4 per cent. 

Under the terms of the measure, 

the Secretary is also authorized to 
make ‘short-time loans up to the 
amount of $800 to a soldier settler 
for the purchase of necessary live 
stock and equipment. Repayment 
of gych loans must be made during 
a period of five years at an interest 
rate of 4 per cent. Altogether a sol- 
dier settler yould be able to bor- 
row $2000 to improve and stock his 
rm. 
All the soldier will have to pay 
for the land will be the actual cost 
of reclaiming it, according to the 
Lane Upon entering into a 
contract for .the purchase of the 
land, the soldier must make his first 
payment of 6 per cent. of the sale 
price. The balance shall be paid 
In amortizing payments, extending 
over a period not to exceed forty 
years. The farms will range in 
size from a fruit farm of thirty or 
forty acres to a stock farm of 160 
acres. 

Secretary Lane has received poxt 
cards and letters from 107,000 men 
in which they have asked all sorts 
of questions regarding his land 
proposition. A large percentage 
of these letters were from young 
men who lived in towns and cities 
before the war, and who expressed 
themeelves as being anxious to set- 
tle down on a farm. A goodly 
number were boys raised on 
farms who want to have farms of 
their own.

The supreme qualities of “L. G.” 
were shown during the Peace Con- 
ference. His characteristics are en- 
tirely different from those of Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Clemenceau. Mr. 
Wilson has world views and is gran- 
ite in conviction. Mr. Clemenceau 
thinks chiefly of France, is known 
as “the father of victory” by his 
countrymen and in forensics is 
called “the tiger.” | 

America’s President and France's 
Prime Minister have esteem for each 
other. But as both of them are 
adamant in their disposition, both 
with an inflexible spirit, it was in 
the very nature of things that fre- 
quently they would clash. 

Those of us who were in Paris 
during the Peace Conference were 
constantly hearing sivries of 
two men reaching an impasse. 
would not say, because somebody 
would probably contradict me, that 
f it had not been for Mr. Liloyd 
George the conference would have 
broken up during the first weeks, 
due apparently to irreconcilable dif- 
ferences. Yet it i# now a matter of 
current history that when there was 
a deadiock it was invariably “L. G.” 
who found the Way out. 

Again his personality, a mixture 
of amiability and astuteness, played 
a part. He was never irreconcil- 
able. Persuasiveness, sweet reason- 
ableness, concession, with the con- 
stant reminder that the world would 
never forgive the big five if they 
lacked unanimity, were his weapons. 
The consequence was that fre- 
quently the outside world could not 
understand him. The people of 
Britain sometimes though he was 
lacking in Ormness; it leaked out 
that he was not always backing 
France and the Parisian newspa- 
pers became critical; possibly in 
America there were some folk who 
thought that Lioyd George was too 
cunning fer Wilson. 

He was not cunning; he was truly 
sympathetic toward France: he 
never lost sight of the rights of the 
British empire. But he knew that 
the conference was not for the dom- 
ination of any one power and that 
the very essence of agreement was 
concession. 

Sometimes I used to meet him 
after he had a day of talk with 
Wilson and Clemenceau, and, over a 
cup of tea and a cigar he would be 
light-hearted and anecdotal. The 
conference has left its mark on 
other men. Mr. Lioyd George is as 
cheerful-as a boy, but. always be- 
hind the smile and the laughing eyes 
is the calculating, weighing, accom- 
modating brain, swift in the grasp 
of great problems and alert in de- 
vising solutions. In this respect it 
may quite truly be said that the 
peace treaty was a Lioyd George 
treaty. 

What of hia future? In British 
politics has he got so tied up with 
the Unionist party that he will have 
to abandon his old principles? Is 
he moving in a direction which is 
alienating him from the British pro- 
letariat and will the industrial class- 
es sweep him from office and power 
at the next general election? These 
are the questions I am often asked 
in the United States. 

Well, @ great many of his present 
supporters are men who were for- 
merly antagonistic and it is un- 
questionable that many men who 
accepted him ag their champion itn 
days gone by are now bitterly op- 
pored to him.

St. Louls Members of Black Race 
Have Raised $15,000. 


Subscriptions are being taken 
among negr here to establish a 
department store, which is to be 
joperates exclusively by and for mem- 
bers of the race. At a meeting held 
lat the Metropolitan A.M.¥. Church 
it was announced that more than 
$15,000 had been subscribed. 

The movement is partly due to a 
speech recently made here by Col. 
Charies Young of the United States 
army, a negro, in which he urged ne- 
groes to own and operate their own 
business institutions of all kinds. 
Such a plan previously had been dis- 
cussed among negro leaders here, 
but Col. Young's speech caused it 
to bear fruit. 

Voluntary wegregation has been 
urged as a solution of the race 
| problem, and persons of both races 
| who have studied the question say it 
jshould begin with the establishment 
| of negro commercial enterprises, in 

order that the race may be self 
sufficient. 
Rev. B. G. Shaw, pastor of 
the Metropolitan church, is in charge 
of the taking of subscriptiors. He 
said that it would not be possible 
to start the proposed store with less 
than $20,000. 

It would be operated’on the co- 
operative plan, so that the customers 
would not only deal with ,members 
of thetr own race, but also would 
get lower prices.

Modern music did not grow over 
night. Weber came before Wagner 
and the tendencies which this 
operatic giant focussed and organ- 
ized were extant lone before him 
even. Richard Strauss, Moussorgsky) 
Cesar Franck, Debussy, to name 
only a few and these not the most 
modern by any means have de- 
veloped siowly and on the founda- 
tion, firmly implanted, of a precise 
tradition. 

Naturally when young men take 
over the governance of movements 


there is a tendency to give to the 
public an overmeasure of their 
qualities, Thus in the case of 


Strauss we have that arriviste apirit 


our whole outlook on and vision of ;Which is ever telling itself that it 


the world of thought and feeling. 

It ie easily te ve imagined that 
the thrills gotten by a young lady 
of sixty years ago were produced by 
far less deviation from the common- 
place than is necessary to obtain 
the like result on the virl of today. 
The very speed of contemporary 
life, ite swift changing of conditions, 
its unrest, has evolved an entirely 
different degree of emotional sus- 
ceptibility for which a more intense 
art stimulation alone can compen- 
sate. 

Naturally every one who listens 
to music cannot aporeciate the 
orchestral complexities of the more 
modern men, and these persons, as) 
@ rule intolerant of anything that 
Goes not fiatter their mentality by 
adapting itself to their limitations, 
decry its importance. They ask and 
with reason, why, if this new art 
is more relevant to them, they do 
not care for it; indeed why Beethov- 
en, Brahms, Mozart, Schubert or 
Haydn still hold an ascendency over 
their appreciation to the total ex- 
clusion of the latest. 

Such a question cannot be an- 
swered in a moment or Ly resorting 
to personalities. The chief reason 
why these older masters are still 
supreme is simply that modern 
methods, while going ‘eyond the 
masters of other days, have never 


one of the five mentioned. 

Again, it is easy to realize that 
the particular type of music with 
which we have been born and 
reared naturally seems more éatis- 
factory than any novelty. 

THE CONSERVATIVE ATTITUDE. 


The influence of the familiar on 
our minds is unmeasurable. We 
fo to vaudeville to hear old jokes, 
we settle ourselves with a sigh of 
contentment when we have reached 
a familiar home even though our 
peregrinations have taken us to 
what we know to be infinitely su- 
perior interiors. We dine year aft- 
er year on the same cuisine, and 
only tentatively indulge in foreign 
gastronomic rarities. But with the 
spirit of cosmopolitanism these def- 
inite emotional and mental ruts wil! 
be, to some degree. done away with, 


will go still further! (Until finally 
it shuffles into a degeneration and 
then to oblivion, His coniplexities 
of orchestration were carried in- 
commensurately beyond his ability 
at organizing them.and the conse- 
quence has given us reason to be- 
lieve that some of his work is a 
joke, to him as well as to us. Rut 
his original inspiration was very ¢en- 
ulne and extremely wel! understood. 
The Impressioniwt sechool ot 
painters are Strassesque, although 
they antidated him many decades. 
His beginnings date in painting his- 
tory back to 1820 or 1830. 
IMPRESSIONIST INFLUNENCE. 


The perfect paralie! lies in hig en- 
larging his orchestral effects, by 
breaking up his orchestra into a 
myriad parts and using them al) in 
their purity. His aim was what 
might be called unity in multiplicity, 
and if his genius had been that of a 
Beethoven, his modern methods 
would have so greatly won the day 
that I do not. hesitate to aay that 
the old masters woul@ have been 
superseded. But it was not, and his 
place in history is that of innova- 
tion rather than of achievement, a 
definite step in method, but not in 
result. Schoeneberg has complicated 
things for the same of mathematical 
amusement. He and the group about 
him are the neoimpressionists of 
the orchestra, and here musical 
methods have stopped. 

There remains yet to be prodeced 
a man who will express the classical 
principles by modern methods, and 
until that time comes we can only 
listen to what is given us and leave 
our minds, always ready to reject 
that which is not familiar, open 
te what these intellectuals can sup- 
ly. 
o— ts much that is fine and 
pure in them, and they, the extreme 
swing of the pendulum of reaction, 
can serve as a veritable education 
to the great works that are bound 
toward us and that will reach us in 
the near future. 

Let us neither scoff at modernity 
nor stupidly accept it because we 
wish to appear up to the minute. 
Let us look at it intellectually for 
the moment, in the same spirit in 
which it comes from the composer's

That the heart interest ballad and 
the novelty song are likely to dis- 
place jazz is the forecast of the 
popular music situation, as given by 
Sam Fox, head of the Sam Fox 
Publishing Company, of Cleveland, 
who is at present visiting in this 
city.

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RENT FOR SOLDIERS. 


Law Prevents Proliteering Landlords 
From Gouging Dependents. 


Landlords should bear in mind 
that the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief 
_ Act is still inforce, and that attempts 
‘to increase the rent of soldiers’ and 
sailors’ families of dependents are 
in violation of the spirit, if not the 
letter, of that law. So says termer 
Municipal Justice William Arm- 
strong. 

About a year ago Judge Armstrong 
announced that he would give his 
|} legal services gratis to any dependent 

of a soldier or sailor threaténed with 
eviction. Since that time he has 
saved hundreds of such dependents 
from being put upon the atreet. In 
some cases municipal court justices 
did not fully understand the extent 
of their power to prevent such evic- 
tions until Judge Armstrong inter- 
preted the federal act to them, 

“A targe number of New York 
landlords seem to think, now that 
peace conditions prevail, they can 
increase the rent of soldiers’ and 
sailors’ dependents at their pleas- 
ure,” said Judge Armstrong. “They 
are as much mistaken as they were 
a year ago, and I shall be glad to 
render any service to such tenants

Women hate muddle and confu- 
sion. We just naturally prefer law 
and order, conventions, dockets, set 
customs, accepted vogues. ofr 
course, masoulinity likes to saddle 
us with all the caprice and discon- 
certing variableness, lack of logic 
and all that sort of thing; but that 
is only another of the good old 
fallacies.

Prof. Mencken defends this usage 
on the ground that it is logical. The 
wee of “ain't” eaves space and time. 
ft avoids such painful locutions as

good American. And ef is good 
language, because it serves the pur- 
pose of language, which is to ex- 
preas an idea as clearly, briefly and 
vigorously as possible. 

For the use of nearly all the 
Other characteristic American altera- 
tions of English grammar, Prof. 
Mencken finds equally sound, justi- 
fication. And he points o that 
this tendency toward simplification. 
like the use of siang. is proof 
that our language is still alive 
and developing. He shows that all 
the higher types of language have 
been evolved by just such a process 
of simplification. It is the man in 
the streets innocent of books. who 
is building ‘the fanguage of tha 
future, and not the professor with 
his nose in a dictionary. 

MUST DEVELOP. 


You should not gather from all 
this that the learned Mencken would 
have the vulgate American adopted 
forthwith as our official language. 
taught in the schools and used in 
government documents and in liter- 
ature. He realizes that this must 
come about gradually. But he wish- 
es Americans to be aware that they 
have a language. He admonishes 
the man in the street not to be 
ashamed of the language which 
serves his purposes so well, and 
he utters a dignified reprimand to 
those fashionable folks and literary 
snobs who ape the English in gram- 
mar, in spelling and even in pro- 
nunciation. 

Above all, he pleads for a more 
liberal and intelligent attitude tow- 
ard language in the schools. Poor 
little Johnny is set before a gram- 
mar filled with rules which he can- 
not understand, and could not re- 
member if he did understand them. 
He struggies in vain with the science 
of syntax, and then goes home and 
tells his mother that it's no use 
going to school because “he ain't 
gonna learn nothing there nohow.” 

And there its something, besides 
the grammar of the future, in what 
he says.

appeared it was hailed with 
enthusiasm, which has increased 
steadily, as it has been developing 
along various lines. It was very ef- 
fective and then, too, it was more 
easily laundered than the tablecloth. 
Surely that was ample reason for its 
popularity. 

It started with an elaborate sys- 
tem of doilies which, of course, we 
still use. However, for the more 
practical among us, the newest de- 
velopment will be more acceptable 
than the round-doilie set, for the 
reasons that using this set, the table 
will have no space exposed to dis- 
figuring marks, and, since it entire- 
ly covers the table, it may be used 
not only for luncheon, but for dinner 
also—and so much more effectively 
than the regulation tablecloth. 

Its seven pleces reiterate graphic- 
ally the axiom learned in geometry 
long ago that the whole is equal to 
the sum of all its parts. (By the 
way, we shall have to use geometry 
some more in the course of trans-

The best way to begin would be to 
use a string with a radius of twenty- 
two and one-half inches and mark 
off am aro on your circular piece of 
linen, which is equal to twice the 
portion of the place mat shown here. 
By keeping that string carefully 
operating from exactly the same point 
(which is very carefully the center 
of your material) and marking off 
equal arcs, you will have six equal 
divisions—the six place mats. 

Then, with a radius of thirteen 
and one-half inches (all the time 
carefully keeping it swinging from 
that center point on your material) 
trace out a complete circle. Then be- 
gin on some point on the circum- 
ference and holding down the string 
with your left thumb on that point, 
with your string thirteen and one- 
half inches in length, trace an arc 
which intersects the circle you drew. 
Then from the point of this inter- 
section, with the same radius draw 
another are intersecting the circle, 
ete., until you have marked off with 
your thirteen and one-half inch ra- 
dius six intersecting points on the 
circle which you drew with that same 
radius swinging from the central 
point of your material, Thus you 
will get, by connecting those six 
intersecting points, a hexagon, which 
is your center dollie. 

The next step is to trace off the 
scallop for the center doilie by apply-

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HOW FRANCE CAN BE HELPED. 


Needs of Devastated Areas 
ing Citizen of Los Angeles. 


PARIS, Aug. 7.-—"A dead Am- 
bassador is ofttimes preferable to 
a live one.” The Parisians remem- 
ber this expression from Myron T. 
Herrick, the then Ambassador of 
the United States to France, in those 
frightful days early in Septemter 
when, after the evacuation by the 
French government of all treasures, 
archives, etc., to Bordeaux, it seemed 
almost impossible to save Paris from 
the invading hordes. A bomb had 
just exploded from a Boche air- 
Plane, striking within twenty feet 
of the “Ambassador and wounding 
& person close to him. His vision 
even then, though it might cost his 
life, was the great blessing to the 
world to have been the cause of 
forcing the issue and bringing the 
United States government into the 
war thus early. Let us realize what 
tremendons possibilities to have 
shortened the fifty-two months’ 
tragedy had the full weight of the 
American nation been thrown into 
the balance at that crucial moment. 
Popular Americans there are 
many. The memory of Herrick, 
Robert Bacon and others are treas- 
ured by the French nation and hosts 
of others. Unfortunately the con- 
duct of thousands of American offi- 
cers and soldiers who, after the 
armistice, obtained leaves to visit 
Paris caused much friction for a 
time. Many behaved like sav 
and in a manner unheard of In 
America. No wonder it has Lrought 
protests from the respectable 
French element and that these very 
men return to America with tales 
of prejudice, criticism and misrepre- 
sentation of the French people in 
general. The French also have some 
grievances and the recriminations 
must in the end give way to that 
amity which must and shall exist 
between France and America, two 
great nations so necessary to each 
other's ideals. 
RED CROSS OFFICERS. 

The American Red Cross, while 
having accomplished much, has in 
instances at least left much to be 
desired. It would appear somewhat 
like the armies of the republic of 
Honduras, 767 generals and —

for their education, Mrs. Rosa E. 
Spang of New York. willed the 
residue of her estate, which may 
reach $2,000,000, to care for chil- 
dren who, through poverty or the 
deaths of their parents, may be sent 
to orphanages. This fund is to be 
known as the Rosa Spang Founda- 
tion and is provided for in her will, 
filed recently. The will was made 
June 18, two days prior to fher 
death. Following the death of her 
husband, Charles H. Spang, a steel

years ago, Mrs. Spang came to New 
York. She became deeply inter- 
etted in children’s charities. In de- 
scribing the purpose of the founda- 
tion, Mrs. Spang wrote in her will: 
“The purpose of the foundation is 
to relieve poverty and distress, es- 
pecially the caring for young chil- 
dren and babes, who, due to aban- 
donment or through the poverty or 
death of their parents, may be sent 
to orphanages. The foundation will 
also relieve suffering by gifte to 
charitable institutions to be select- 
ed by the trustees.”

Cooper's body was taken from 
Richland Creek today soon after his 
bloodstained agitomobile had been 
found on a bridge near his home 
in a fashionable section. The skull 
had been crushed, but there were 
evidences a violent struggle had 
taken place before the fatal blow 
was struck. 
An inquest developed no clews to 
the murderer or murderers, but the 
police are proceeding on the theory 
that Cooper was lured from his home 
for the purpose of robbery. 
This theory is bagid largely upon 
evidence that Cooper drew $10,000 
from a bank a short time before 
he disappeared last Thursday night. 
Mrs. Cooper, who is a daughter 
of Milton H. Smith, president of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
has been visiting relatives in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and her absence accounts 
for the fact that the disappearance 
of her husband did not become 
known until today.

The results of the 
plant's first season's operations, ac- 
cording to its managers, were highly 
successful, and fruit men and can- 
ners from several parts of the 
State came to witness the new proc-

PRINCE HENRY'S VISIT. 

When Prince Henry of Prussia 
visited the White House in 1902, 
this presentation question aroge sud- 
denly as the Prince came before 
President Roosevelt. No one of high 
enough rank was on hand to in- 
troduce the visitor, and after an 
awkward minute, the Prince of Prus- 
sia stepped forward and nted 
himself to the President /‘/of the 
United States. 

This brother of the ex-Kaiser was 
sreeted with a great deal of en- 
thusiasm by the people of the United 


forgotten. 


» States, and for the most part favor- 


able comments were made in regard 
to his smiling appearance and af- 
fable sayings. Some editors hinted 
at the time that the Prince was on 
a secrét mission for the Kaiser. One 
remarked that “on Prince Henry's 
last visit he traveled as a mailed 
fist, and now he goes as a velvet 
giove.” The Prussian Prince came 
and went, and aside from the state- 
ment that he was “bearer of mes- 
sages of friendship and soodwill 
from the German nation,” his pur- 
pose in visiting the United States was 
never announced. 

To return to his Royal Highness, 
Edward Albert, it may be said that 
he too comes bearing a message of 
friendship. He comes to the United 
States at a most favorable time, 
when England and the United States 
are more closely in sympathy than 
ever before—much more so than 
when his grandfather visited us. 

OTHER ROYAL GUESTS. 

The visit of the British Prince 
to the President is to be followed 
by a visit of the King and Qheen 
of Belgium. This will be the third 
occasion on which the United States 
has entertained reigning royalty. 
The first sovereign to be our guest 
was Dom Pedro, the last Emperor of 
Brazil, who came here with his Em- 
press in 1876. 

The second traveling monarch to 
stop off at Washington was the King 
of the Sandwich Isles, wh» paid a 
visit to President Grant. The King 
was highly satisfactory to iook at. 
He brought with him all his -regalia 
and kingly qannerisms. His three 
valets, who accompanied him every- 
where, saw to it that the King was 
served and approached according to 
the elaborate ritual of the Sandwich 
court. 

Less picturesque was Queen Emma 
of Hawaii, a widow of King Kame- 

ha, IV, who visited the United

reception for Queen Emma, the pub- 
lic was permitted to look on, and 
great surprise was expressed that 
the Hawaiian ex-Queen appeared in 
a conventional black silk dinner 
gown with jet an@ diamond orna- 
ments. 
EULALIA WAS DEMOCRATIC. 


Another foreign visitor whose 
Pearance aroused great interest was 
the Spanish Infanta Eulalia. She 
also dressed quite conventionally, tu 
the disappointment of the public at 
large. Eulalia had light, curly hair 
and a slight build. In her memoirs 
she says, “They had expected to see 
a big, dark Spanish princess with 
a black moustache, and it was with 
a tickled surprise that they found 
me like any of the girls you see 
walking down Fifth avenue.” 

The coming of the Spanish 
Princess, in 1893, gave this country 
a chance to see a real Spanish 
grandee, for Eulalia was saccom- 
panied by her husband and nineteen 
of the most aristocratic nobles in 
Spain. 

Eulalia had strong democratic 
tendencies, and immediately became 


‘l|a popular idol because of her hand- 
_|}some appearance and pleasant man- 


ner. She cordially shook hands with 
every one presented to her. She 
found America wonderfully interest- 
ing, but particularly regretted that 
she heard nothing of the probleme 
of the government. 

“I was merely a caller in the par- 
lor.” she writes. “I knew nothing 
of the family life in the home, much 
less of the 4ifficulties below stairs.”

PARIS, July 11-—Half a million 
Russians in Germany who formerly 
were prisoners of war, have been 
lifted out of despondency within the 
last four months, partly by a course 


spirit, said Maj. James A. Babbitt of 
Philadelphia, when he ‘Yeturned re- 
cently from Germany on his way to 
the United States. 

Maj. Babbitt is a professor in 
Haverford College, and a member 
of the American Football Rules 
Committee. He wag chief of the Bu- 
reau of Medical and Surgical Relief 
for the American Red Cross in Ger- 
many, and visited nearly all the 
camps where Russian prisoners were 
interned. 

“We found the Russian. war 
prisoners in a state of complete las- 
situde, mentally and physically,” he 
said. “They had spent four years in 
the neglect and misery of 
internment camps. Iw was enough to 
break the strongest man’s spirit. 
Their own country had forgotten 
them and no word had come from 
their relatives and friends. There 
was no future in Germany nor hope 
of anything better tn their own coun- 
try. Hundreds of thousands of Rus- 
sians who had fought valiantly for 
the Allied cause were sliowly dying 
from depression, mental inactivity 
and physical] malnutrition, 

“We put them to school like chil- 
dren. Athletic games were introduced 
into the camps, and these stimulat- 
ed the prisoners physically, while 
motion pictures and other mental 
recreations brightened their dull 
hours. Their hospitals were provid- 
ed with every needed medical anc 
surgical requisite. The camps were 
oPganized under the command of the 
American army pe el, They be- 
gan to take on a new physical aspect 
and the men showed signs of return- 
ing Nfe and courage. Although they 
at first regarded us with suspicion, 
this was soon changed, and they 
looked upon us as friends. They 
formed camp committees, which 
brought all their needs, 
and fears to our attention.” 


MEXICO EXPECTS BIG -

MEXICO CITY, July 30.—How 
to make homes for a million pros- 
pective new colonists, how to make 
these persons fit into the scheme of 
1 here and how best to distribute 
th over the republic are ques- 
tions of immigration recelving the 
attention of a special commission 
appointed by President Carranza. 

According to data collected by this 
Committee on Articles of First 
Necessity one million persons will 
immigrate from various European 
and Asiatic cowmtries to Mexico, 
within the next year. They are 
expected to leave their native lands 
because of disrupted conditions due 
to the war. Communications ro 
ceived here from England, France, 
Germany and Russia imdicate that 
colonies of those nationals are al- 
ready being formed and will em- 
bark for Mexico at an opportune 
moment. 

Luis Ludert y Rul, president of 
the investigating committee, has 
been quoted as saying that Mexico 
welcomes all dependable colonists. 

The committee has made no an- 
nouncement as to tHe location of

Why San Francisco? 

Los Angeles busfness interests fail 
to understand why the Lawson-Air- 
craft Corporation has selected San 
Francisco for the western terminal 
of the transcontinental airships 
soon to be placed in operation. 
Representations will probably be 
made looking to a change of base 
to this city or at least to an exten- 
sion of the route. The flying time 
between New York and San Fran- 
cisco ig to be thirty-six hours and 
the planes will acco te twen- 
ty-six passengers. 

New Style Insurance. 

The Cleveland Railway Company 
nas just taken out a novel insurance 
policy, which, in view of labor con- 
ditions throughout the country, may 
become highly popular. The policy 
is for $10,110,000, against “riot and 
civil commotion.” The premium 
was $37,110. Insurance agents here 
state that “riot and civil commo- 
tien” policies are being sought by 
large industries throughout the 
country, but that so far business of 
this character hag been light in Los 
Angeles. 

Big Fruit Season: 

Up to a week ago when the for- 
ward movement was stopped by thes 
railroad strike California was estab- 
lishing some new records in fruit 
distribution. Total shipments to 
August 20 were about 9000 carloads 
as against 7000 of the same date 
last year. Most of the fruit was 
going to far eastern points, and be- 
cause of the high prices obtaining in 
these markets growers and packers 
were reaping a golden harvest. An 
average of sixty carloads of Califor- 
nia fruit was being sold in New 
York City alone every day. The 
market for seedless grapes was 
topped on August 12, when sales 
were made at $2.10 per box. Bart- 


Elberta peaches at $1.20. The 
strike will result In heavy losses to 
the shippers, but in a corresponding 
temporary lowering of price to lo- 
cal consumers. 


In the Retail Trade. 


Fall trading has commenced in 
Los Angeles and the volume is con- 
stantly increasing. Because of de- 
layed shipments most of the stores 
are not yet fully stocked, but the 
preliminary buying indicates a pros- 
perous season. Sales records in the 
jarger stores show that women’s ap- 
parel for fall wear is in heavy de- 
mand at a general price average 
considerably higher than last yvear. 
This indicates, not so much cost in- 
crease in the various items as a de- 
mand for goods of higher quality. No 
falling off of sales has resulted from 
the government war on high prices 
and local dealers do not expect 4 
decrease. The people who have the 
money to spend are apparently not 
worrying very much about the price 
problem which is so acute in other 
quarters. Present outlook is for 
an unprecedented volume between 
this time and the first of the year. 


Heavy Lamber Export. 
The lumber export business is 
limited only by shipping facilities, 
according to many dealers. There 
is a decided activity at present and 
many think with the ratification of 
peace there will be a sudden spurt in 
trade.

Twenty years after. the first dedica- 
tion the dome fell on account of an 
earthquake, and in the immediate 
restoration which took place the 
dome was raised twenty-five feet 
higher. Various repairs were 
later made under Basil I, Basil II, 
Andronicus Ill, and Cantacuzene, 
and finally, under Turkish auspices, 
as has already been said, by Fossati 
in 1847-48. Aside from changing 
the appearance of the interior, the 
Turks, when they took posseesion in 
1453, erected a minaret at each of 
_ four exterior angles of the builld- 


AN ARCHITECTURAL PROBLEM. 
The problem the architects had to 
solve was how to carry a dome 107 
feet in diameter and forty-six feet 
deep on four major arches. At the 
east and west ends are immense 
arched apses, the full width of the 
Gome, which aro again subdivided 
into three smaller arched apses. 
The north and south arches are 
filled with lofty columns carrying 
arches opening into the aisle on the 
ground floor and a gallery on the 
upper, the walls above being pierced 
with windows of immense size. 
Rhodian brick was the general ma- 
terial of construction, lined !n the 
interior with thin sla of precious 
marble. Light pumice stone was 
used in the dome. The length of 
the church from entrance door to 
eastern apse is 260 feet: in width, 
including the aisles, 238. The apex 
of the dome is at an elevation of 
175 feet. 
The temples of the gods at Helio- 
rolis and Ephesus, at Delos and 
Baalbek, at Athens and Cyzicus 
were plun of their columne. 
There are forty columns on the 
ground floor and in the gal- 
leries, often crown with beau- 
tiful capitals, in “Which the mono- 
grams of the Emperor Justinian 
and the Empress Theodora are in- 
scribed. The eight porphyry col- 
umns, placed in pairs in the four 
bays at the angles of the nave. 
came from the Temple of the Sun at 
Baalbek. They were presented to 
Justinian by Marcia, the famous 
and penitent hitaera, “for the ral- 
vation of her soul.” The columns of 
verde antique on either side of the 
rave are from the Temple of 
Diana at Ephesus, one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World. 
The grandeur and beauty of the 
columns, which may still be seen to 
day under the illumination of thou- 
sands of lamps, were quite put in 
the shade, according to Fossati, by 
the wonders of the mosaic-lined 
walle and vaults under the light of 
the sun which poured through the 
huge windows studded with colored 
crystals of constantly changing 
hues. He found the mosaics to be 
formed of glass of various colors 
cut inte small pieces and applieé 
with cement. The gold mosaic was 
made by gold leaf annealed between 
two sheets of glass. the art of which 
has bebe lost. Silver mosaic was 
made in the same way. 
and the principal colors 
ere red, blue, and green, although 
Others are used for shading faces. 
The vaulting throughout is covered 
with a background of gold, on whi¢h 
conventionalized Persian patterns 
follow the general lines of construc- 
tion and form frames, as it were, 
for the glorious pictures. 
Among the hundreds of mosaic 
pictures which Fossati saw, but 
work did not it him to copy. 
were the gigantic “Judgment of 
God” tn the dome and the gigantic 
Cherubim in the pendentives of the 
dome. Bach of these has four wings, 


inches high: the upper feathers of 
the wings are light green and the 
under feathers brown.

NOVELTY IN MOTOR TRIPS. 


Palomar Mountain, North of Pala, is a 
Scenic Drive of Interest. 


Just how as huge an affair as 
Palomar Mountain has remained so 
distinctily in the background in these 
Gays of motor travel everywhere is 
something hard to figure out. Wast 
and north of the little town of Pala 
it raises ite vast bulk a mile into the 
alr and more. Its summit is a sort 
of tableland, twenty-five miles long 
and from six to ten miles wide—not 
smooth mésa by any means. but 
cut with low ridges, alternating with 
Grassy Valleys, and covered with the 
noblest growth of treés that can be 
found in the length and breadth of 
Southern California. White oak, 
cedar, fir, pine and spruce grow on 
Palomar'’s summit in wonderful prv- 
fusion. 

The open fields are mostly breaks 
of giant ferns, six to cight feet in 
height. The average winter pre- 
cipitation on Paiomar’s summit is 
sixty inches, and the deep, rich soil 
combines with this heavy rainfall to 
créate a growth of every sort of a 
tropical luxuriance. If you are a 
lover of trees, you will find more to 
attract you on Palomar’s summit 
than anywhere else south of the Te- 


pi. 
NOT DIFFICULT. 

No one who has ever made the trip 
to Big Bear would find the trip to 
Palomar difficult. It is just 135 
miles from Los Angéles to the Palo- 
mar Mountain Hotel. The road to 
follow is the inland route te San 
Diego, out way of Riverside, Hox 
Springs grade, Perris, Elsinore and 
Temecula. Just beyond the town of 
Temecula you leave the pavement 
and follow the Pala de fo the 
quaint little town of Pala, where the 
Warner's ranch Indians, evicted from 
their native home some twenty years 
ago, now live, and where the littl 
mission church, built 100 years ago, 
still serves as chapel. 

Pala was not & full-fledged mis- 
sion, but an “asistencia,” built to 
help the work of San Lula Rey mis- 
sion, and to carry the gospel to the 
wilder mountain Indians who came 
séidom to Ban Luis Rey. Alone of 
all the mission structures, it boasts a 
bell tower, a graceful “campanile” 
that somehow lends a foreign touch 
to the little town that not even the 
rows of “portable” hotises which the 

vernment supplied for the Pala 
ndiana can quite dispel. 

OLD RELICA. 

Father Triana, who presides at the 
Pala church, can tell you much of in- 
terest about the history of the ehurch 
and show you many interesting 
relics a4 well. Among them is the 
riding coat of Senora Pio Pics. wife 
of the last of the Mexican Governors 
of California. Pio Pico paid 100 
cows for the coat, so Father Triana 
will tell you, and the silks of its 
wonderful embroidery are as brilliant 
with color today as they Were when 
the coat was made. Thé little silkén 
riding gauntiets, embroidered also to 
match, and lined with lavender silk, 
are with the coat, too. With t 
hang altar cloths and vee 
some two centuries old, 
the looms of old Spain.

HIGH IN AIR. 


East from Pala, a fine dirt road 
winds along the San Luis Rey to a 
point seven miles east, where the 
road to Paiomar Mountain branches 
to the left. Here a twelve-mile grade 
begins that ends at the little post- 
office of Nellie, 5500 feet in the air. 
The 46 on Palomar Mouttain 
road 46 not exceed 17 per cent... and 
it fa@ not a more difficult road to 
drive than Waterman Canyon. There 
is much les@ traffic on the road, 
which is a factor that will be ap- 
preciated by most motorists. The 
lower reachés of the road climb 
through low, sunburned greasewsod, 
or through little open méadows, Not 
until you are almost to thé top do 
you find the slightest hint of the 
trees that are the wonder of 0- 
mar’s summit. 

The famous Dodge car No. 30%,- 
000, which conducted the 


trip up Paloma at Fred Albertson's 


aneses. did not find the slightest 
difficulty on the long grade. The 
average car would do well to carry 
a canteen of water along, for there 
is no water for the steepest six miles 
of the grade, but 200,000 carried no 
auxiliary water supply and did not 
need it. It is the sort of a road 
that a Dodge delights in. Dr. Milton 
Bailey. Who is the proprietor of the 
Palomar Mountain Hotel on the 
summit, uses a Dodge car on his fre- 
quent trips between the resort and 
San Diego, and has climbed the grade 
more than 100 times in his car. 

When the top of Palomar is 
reached, the road winds between 
giant trees that alternate with open 
fields of huge ferns. The south side 
of Palomar is very steep, and the 
road follows for miles along the rim 
of the mountain: “A miaPVéioud view 
lies below, a view that on a clear 
day shows San Diego and the Coro- 
nado Islands as the limit of vision 
to the southwest, while in the far 
southéast the tumbled blue peaks of 
the Cocopahs are visible 
miles beyond the Mexican border. 
In between lies a lifesize contour 
map of most of San Diego county. 

PLAN NEW ROAD. 

The United States forest service in 
¢6-operation with the county of San 
Diego is about to begin work on a 
new road to the top of Palomar. It 
will climb the east side of Palomar, 
starting from a point in the valley 
in which arner’s Hot Springs. is 
located. It'will climb to the summit 
with grad that in no place will 
exceed 6 per cent. When it is com- 
pleted there can be no doubt that 
Palomar Mountain will attract scores 
of motoriste from all over Southern 
California where it now attracts one. 
But with the present road, the trip 
ls one of the most worth while to 
be found in Southern California, and 
the motorist with camp outfit and 
two days\to spare cannot find a 
more delightful place for an outing.

More Visitors Enter the Park this Year 
Than Ever Before. 


The Yosemite National Park, al- 
ways a favorite destination of vaca- 
tioniste, hag entertained this season 
the greatest number of visitors in 
ite history, the attendance exceeding 
47,000—-this being nearly double 
that of any previous year. 

Government records show that 
nearly 10,000 automobiles have en- 
tered the park during the spring 
and summer months, and this figure 
will be well passed long before the 
winter rain and snow close the 
roads to automobile travel. 

With the coming of the autumn 
season, always a favored time for 
outings, travel is increasing, many 
parties of motorists arriving daily 
at the various hotels, camps and 
lodges scattered throughout the 
park. Some make their own camps, 
and some come laden to the guards, 
tonneau and running boards packed 
with equipment; others prefer to 
secure their equipment upon ar- 
rival in the valley. arrangements 
having been made providing for 
this service. 


ALL SEASONS. 


While in the valley it is sum- 
mer, with a suggestion.of approach- 
ing autumn, in the higher mountains 
there is still the freshness of spring, 
the brooks running full and meadows 
and hillsides tULright with flowers.

PENNIES IN DEMAND. 


Uneven Prices Caused by War 
Create Demand for Copper Cent. 


This is the day of the penny. The 
insignificant copper cent has taken 
the place of the almighty dollar in 
fiscal importance to the American 
public. 

War taxation has created a de- 
mand for pennies that is unprece- 
dented in the history of domestic 
currency. To meet this enormously 
increased demand the United 
States mint in Philadelphia is pro- 
ducing from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 
one-cent pleces daily. 

The necessity for coining more 
pennies manifested itself as a re- 
sult of the standard of uneven prices 
that because of war taxes, has been es- 
tablished in the business, transporta- 
tion and almost every commercial 
phase of community life. 

The increased demand for pen- 
nies is especially noticed in cities 
because of the volume of exchange 
of small currency in the usual daily 
expenditures of the urbanite. Al- 
though machines in the mint in this 


city are stamping out coppers day 


and night, the mint is still 8,000,000 
pennies behind orders. . 

A M. Joyce, superintendent 
of the mint in Philadelphia, said 
that when the war taxes first came 
into effect the supply of penaies on 
the market was surprisingly inade- 
quate to the new demand. It was 
first thought that perhaps some in- 
dustrial enterprises might have 
been melting l-cent pieces down for 
copper, that metal being very dif- 
ficult to obtain at the time. Gov. 
ernment investigation, however, dis- 
closed that this was not the case, but 
that the scarcity of pennies on the 
wertern coast had ‘drawn a large 
amount of copper coin to that part 
of the country. 

While figures are not available at 
the present time, the output of pen- 
nies minted -in this city since the 
War has been far greater than any 
Hear gince! the establishment of the 
Joint in’ Phiiedeiphia, Notwithstand- 
ing the increased local output, un- 
tl. Unele’ Sam produces a supply of 
coppers adéquate to the present de- 
mand, @n appreciable loss will he 
noticed in the earnings of baby's 
penny bank.—I[ Philadelphia Ledger.

IN TIMES OF PEACE. 


SUCCESS UNDER WAR CONDI- 
‘TIONS HOLDS GREAT 

The utility of the wireless tele- 
phone and of the system of direc- 
tion finding by wireless instruments 
(recently demonstrated at the 
Marconi works at Chelmsford) has 
been proved to be very great in war. 
It is hoped and confidently antici- 
pated that their uses in peace will 
be equally great. : Therefore the 
widest publicity for their systems is 
desired by the Marconi. Company, 
who have been gnavlé to speak pub- 
licly during the périod of hostilities 
concerning the progress of their in- 
vestigations. It is now common 
knowledge that by means of sta- 
tions, placed in convenient parts of 
the French and British coasts, the 
movements of Zeppelins were fol- 
lowed without difficulty.

H® live stock industry is the largest 
and, in more than one sense, the most 
important industry in the United States. 
Its extent, measured by the value of live 
animals, amounts to more than $38,000,000,. 


000. Its importance rests in the necessity 
for live stock to consume the products of 
farms and ranges, 80 per cent. of which, ac 
cording to census reports, is fed to live 
stock: in the maintenance of soil fertility, 
which cannot be kept up continuously and 
economically without a considerable num 
ber of animals as a part of the farm sys- 
tem; in tne indispensable place which ani- 
mal food occupies in the American diet, °° 
which it makes up 38 per cent. based on the 
average consumer's food expense account; 
and finally, in the far-reaching influence 
which the growing, fattening and marketinz 
of live stock has upon the social and éco 
nomic welfare of all classes of people, in 
cluding producers, distributors and the 
meat-consuming public. 

The slaughtering and meat-packing busi 
ness is the largest manufacturing indusffy 
in the United States, according to the 
United States census of manufacturers. The 
sales of live stock in the Chicago market 
alone totaled nearly $1.900,000,000 in 1918, 
or over $3,000,000 a day, and the dally sale: 
at all of the centralized live stock markets 
of this country total close to $20,000,000.

production and go intc heavy feeding with 
eyes blind-folded by a lack of knowledge of 
a few very important but simple facts. 

The factors which contribute toward the 
production of large milk records can be di- 
vided into three large classes, viz.: Con- 
formation of Animal, Constitution of Ani- 
mal, and Care. 


CONFORMATION OF ANIMAL. 

It is well to get down to first principles 
and analyze the prrpose of a dairy cow 
when studying her ccnformation, and to. 
keep this in mind throughout every phase 


HE great meat-packing establishments 

of the country, it is said. have reduced 
waste to such an extent that they utilize 
everything but the squeal of the hog, 
the moo of the steer and the bleat of the 
sheep. The fruit producers of California 
might well take a leaf from the packers’ 
book of experience. 

Much progress, it is true, has been made 
in the utilization of fruit by-products, im- 
portant Industries having been built up for 
the manufacture of extracts, juices, acids, 
marmalades, jellies and preserves. That 


waste still exists in this field of production | 


none can deny. Chemists declare that even 
the washings from the canneries are rich 
in oils, acidg and salts and the canners 
themselves are, of course, coming to realize| 
more and more the possibilities in the culls 
that are sorted from the picking boxe- and 
grading trays. 

Fruit packers and canners are watching 
with interest the operations of a citrus- 
belt plant which is endeavoring to util- 
ize to an extent never before attempted the 
bruised and imperfect fruit that remains on 
the different growers’ associations’ hands 
after the better products have been put in 
refrigerator cars or canned and dried. If 
the investigations and experiments that are 
being reduced to business practice by this 
coneern prove up to the expectations of the 
backers, the result will be gratifying to the 
fruit men and public alike, for the avowed 
object of the manufacturers is to make the 
culls from orchard and grove so valuable 
as by-product materia] that there will hence-

THE NATION’S CROPS. 

National crop conditions suffered @ 
severe decline during July. The wheat 
crop fell off 221,000,000 bushels. The pros- 
pective yield is now placed at 940,000,000 
bushels, which is only 23,000,000 bushels 
more than last year’s crop. The spring 
wheat crop promises slightly more than 
half a crop, being reported at 53.9 per cent. 
This compares with 79.6 per cent last year, 
and 75.9, the ten-year average condition. 
Conditions of other crops August 1 this 
year, compared with August 1 last Year, 
follow: Corn, 814 and 78.56 per cent.; 
oats, 76.5 and 82.8 per cent; barley, 73.6 and 
$2 per cent; white potatoes, 75.1 and 79.9 
per cent; hay, 91 and 82.3 per cent.

CARING FOR 


HOARD. 


Milk is produced from blood, that is & 
say, the blood carries the food which passes 
through the stomach and intestines inte 
the udder, where it ig deposited and com 
verted into milk. — 

It is vital, therefore, to have a strong 
constitution which will properly digest 
large quantities of rough feed, so that there 
will be a large amount of milk-produciag 
elements in the blood. It is also equally 
important that there be a heavy flow ef 
blood to carry these milk-producing él 
ments to the udder. : 

Constitution is a matter both of inherit- 
ance and environment. A poor 
tion can be Improved to a limited extent 
by proper care and feeding, and by ts 
same token a good constitution can OS® 
injured, and very materially, by improper 
care 


The mechanical indications of a string 
constitution are: A good spring of ribs, & 
deep, wide barrel, a large heart girth, goed 
width of chest anid a large and regular pub 
sation of blood in the veins of the neck. 

An animal may have these, however, and@ 
still the digestive tract will not function 
properly, owing to improper care. 

WHERE CARE COMES IN, 

Under the heading of care I am tinelad 
ing feeding and handling of the dairy cow, 
as both are under the control of the dairy 
man in charge of the animal. 

The fundamental principles of proper 
feeding and handling are to give the anh 
mal the maximum of the milk-producing 
feeds which she can digest and to care for 
her so that every organ in her body func 
tions properly. 

The four essential factors are proper 
housing, feed, cleanliness and environment. 

Dairy cows when under test should be 
kept in a large, roomy box stall, well bedded 
down with straw. It should be wel 
ventilated, but not drafty, screened to keep 
out the flies and preferably equipped witt 
an electric fan to keep it cool on hot daya, 
if maximum results are to be obtained. 

Flies are a heavy drain on the vitality 
and the nervous system of good dairy cows. 
The hide of a heavy producer is invariably 
soft, thin and tender, and files are 
stant annoyance, so cvery precaution showld 
be taken to keep the cows free from files 
Screened stalls, a liberal use of good 
fly killer, fly trans and blasts of air from 
an electric fan will do much to prevent 
the loéses in milk production due to files, 

When one sees the barns in which Cali 
fornia cows have produced targe records 
it sometimes seems that the question of 


keting of the milk. 
The purpose of a dairy cow is to convert | 
a maximum of roughage and grain (which | 


in its raw state) into milk. In other words, 
a dairy cow is a machine inco which is 
“stoked” rough feeds to be converted into 
highly-concentrated, refined food for human 
consumption. The first consideration, then, 
is to select cows that are constructed along 
the proper lines, just as a manufacturer 
selects the proper type of machine which 
will best perform a given task. 

Many of the factors which go to make up 
heavy milk production can be greatly im- 
proved by proper care and environment, 
but conformation is not one of these. Con- 
formation depends largely on heredity and 
cannot be improved ty proper feeding or 
care. Therefore, cows of proper conforma- 
tion must be bred or selected for this char- 
acteristic, as improvement through im- 
proved conditions cannot be made except 
in a very limited way. 

The selection and breeding of cows for

TULARE.—Practically all interests of the 
San Joaquin Valley will be represented at 
the water conference which is to be held 
here September 5 and 6 under the auspices 
of the Tulare Board of Trade. This is in 


been received here to the general invita- 
tion which Was sent out last month, in 
which the general purposes of the confer 
ence were outlined. 

Supervisors of Kings, Kern, Tulire, Pres- 
no and Merced counties, officials of irriga- 
tion companies, ditch associations and oth- 
er organizations have indicated their inten- 
tion of being present. {ndividual water ap- 
propriators from all parts of the valley 
also will be represented in large number, 
according to these letters. : 

No programme for the congress has been 
mapped out by the Tulate officials and 


control. As a result of this conference ft 
is hoped that at least a preliminary organ- 
igation can be formed which will have for 
its purpose a comprehensive survey of the 
water resources of the San Joaquin Valley. 
With this survey in detailed form the next 
step would be conservation under State or 
Federal regulation, or through co-operation 
of California and United States officials. 
Already there has been some correspond- 
ence with the United States Reclamation 
Service, and it is indicated that conditions 
are now such, with the coming of peace, 
that engineers can be assigned to the nec 
essary preliminary work. 

Officials of the Tulare Board of Trade, 
through whose efforts the conference has 
been called, point out that water condi- 


tions in all parts of the valley are such 
that steps must be taken for saving the 
overfiow of the streams, which now goes 
to waste, and for its distribution under 
such conditions that present rights will be

The Lindsay-Strathmore irrigation district's 
water supply is in litigation because of 
controversy with the irrigators of the Tu- 
lare section. In the Tipton-Pixley section 
the water table is lower than at any pre- 
vious time. Vineyard owners of the Dinuba 
district are on short water rations. Pumps 
are being lowered in all parts of the Twu- 
lare county citrus district. 

These are all conditions which can be 
corrected, it ig declared, if a comprehen- 
sive plan is outlined for conservation of 
all the flood waters of the valley. 

Property values are such, and the extent 
of the irrigable area is so large, that, while 
construction work commensurate with the 
project may be large in the aggregate, its 
area cost will be comparatively small. 

Tt is probable that th: first steps to be 
taken will have to do with the various 
legal aspects of the case, and some system 
whereby the present rights on all streams 
Can be tabulated. These would have to do 
with the temporary use of the water by 
power companies, as well as the amounts 
now put to productive use by individual 
claimants and ditch and irrigation com- 
panies. 

Collection and tabulation of this latter 
data would be, in itself, a task of some 
magnitude, but it can be carried on at the 
same time with investigations inte the to-

These all-year crops include: Table beets 
cabbage, Swiss chard, chives, water cress 
endive, garlic, seasoning herbs, Kale, koh!

rooms, mustard, onion sets, parsley, pars 
nips, field peas, radishes, salsify, spinach, 
sunflowers, turnips. 


And here are the vegetables that can be 
planted in late August and the first part of 
September and brought to maturity, in ad- 
dition to the above list: Brussels sprouts, 
chicory, field corn (or sweet corn,) cucum- 
bers (not after September 1), chayote, 
gourds, Irish potatoes (not after September 
1.) A crop of squash, the Thanksgiving- 
pie kind, can also be raised with little dan- 
ger of being nipped by frost if planted wal 
or before September 1. 

At this time of year, when the change 
from summer to the more delightful Cali-| 
fornia winter is either on or about to be- | 
gin, many gardeners rest from their lia-| 
bors, waiting until the time comes for ove | 
ing for winter crops. But no garden truck 
is as much appreciated as that which ma- 
tures about Thanksgiving time, when vege- 
tables are high as well as delicious in 
flavor. Three months is about the period 
required for maturity of the ordinary va- 
rieties of shallow-rooted crops, and if the 
gardener desires to beat the Jap to it dur- 
ing the holidays, now is the time for plant- 
ine his crops, especially beets, kohl-rabi, 
onion sets, lettuce, parsnips, spinach, tur- 
nips, radishes, corn, squash and potatoes. 
Pat hurry about getting in the latter three 
crops, for an unusually early frost may 
catch them if planted after the first week 
in September. The first frosts on the coast 
region in Southern California do not gen- 
erally appear until December 10, but, once 
in several years, Jack Frost has been 
known to descend from the mountaing at 
early as November 15.

Orders for thousands of tons are 
being placed in the Southeast and Middle 
West, all of which should be available right 
here at home.

producers insist on computing grain and 
some field crops by the sack,” and 
easterners will have nothing but the bush- 
el in talking of the same crop, the Federal 
Department of Agriculture is trying to get 
western farmers and ‘andlers of produce 
to adopt the bushel as their standard. 
“Ninety million people in forty States of 
the Union think, talk and measure by bush- 
| els, the bushel being the standard unit of 
measure throughout this area. The bushel 
measure is definite, and Congress and the 
States have stabilized it and specified the 
| number of pounds of different commodities 
legally eonstituting a bushel. The census 
figures of crop production have all been 
reduced to bushels for all commodities for 
which legal weights have been used and 
doubtless will be used until a different unit 
of measure has been adopted. 

“A sack—the unit of measure In some 

sections—is not cefinite and cannot be 
made so, except by legaT enactment.. stand- 
ardizing the volume and then, in turn, 
standardizing the weight per volume for 
different commodities. Oranges and apples 
are thought about cnd talked about in 
boxes, dried fruits in pounds or tons, and 
it is doubtful if custom will permit of a 
material change. fn handling green fruits 
in large quantities the ton is the most prac- 
tical unit of measure, but for small quan- 
tities the lug box is In general use. As the 
lug box varies in size from thirty to forty 
and fifty to sixty pounds, there is more 
or less confusion unless market quotations 
are made on the basis of lug boxes of speci- 
fled sizes. 
“The cental or hundredweight appears 
to be the most practical unit of measure 
and is coming ‘nto general use in the pur 
chase and sale of graing and vegetables. 
If the bulk handling of grain becomes gen- 
eral, as now seems likely, the sack will dis- 
appear and the cental or bushel will take 
its place.” 


GET A GOOD OPERATOR. 
Tt is a mistake to assume that any mere 
boy can run a tractor in thoroughly effi- 
cient manner. Only a proficient operator 
can handle a tractor properly, but many

No crop demands greater nicety in its 
‘production. Our ciimate fogless as a rule, 
where broom corn is best grown, produces 
@ bright green brush and relieves the agri- 
culturist of this greatest of all worries; 
color is assured him no matter what grade, 
autumn rains are also little to be feared in 
_euring his crop. The early preparation of 
his harvest, the uniformity of the stand, 
, both in growth and quality of brush, the 
' correct time to break down, cutting and 
threshing, all are lessons to be mastered 
through study and experience: in fact, it 
requires technique as well as intelligence 
to grow broom corn. No crop‘if planted 
right responds to cultivation better or is 
more sure than broom corn on summer fal 
low. It seems to do the best; is uniform 
and stands up well under our hot weather; 
if irrigation is resorted to, it should be witfl 
the greatest care, and the character of the 
soil should be studied, as irrigation will 
tend to coarsen the brush, particularly in 
heavy soils. If the soils of the ftleld vary. 
so will the crop and thus destroy grade and 
price. . 

The farmer without experience should 
experiment with a quarter acre and not, at- 
tempt more until he has mastered the art. 
at will surprise him what a careful sea- 

on’s study of a broom corn crop will do 
or him in the mastery of the egricultural 
knowledge of his soil: its response to cul- 
tivation, its varying character and require- 
ments, its poverty or wealth in plant food 
are all demonstrated as in no other crop | 
have ever studied. The Department of 
Agriculture, Standard Broom Corn, No. 958, 
deals with the culture of this all important 
crop and it should be in tne hands of every 
broom corn producer.

land for a University Farm at Riverside.

~ BILLS ARE PASSED. 


Out of the forty-five bills affecting the 
farmer introduced into the last session of 
the State Legislature, exactly one-third, 
or fifteen, were passed and signed by the 
Governor, thus becoming laws. Of the re- 
maining thirty, two-thirds or twenty failed 
to pass both houses, while the other ten 
which received favorable consideration 
failed of signature by the Governor and 
automatically became pocket vetoes. 

Bills introduced but failing to pass both 
houses probably need but little considera- 
tion in this report although the list includes 
a number of special merit which failed 
either on account of lack of support or be- 
cause of appropriations carried This being 
a year of retrenchment, bills carrying ap- 
propriations had an especially difficult time.

EXPERIMENTS BOOST 
CITRUS CULL PRICE. 


More useful products of citrus culls are 
reported by the Los Angeles * citrus by- 
products laboratory of the United States 
Bureau of Chemistry which ts conducting 
experimental work. 

The problem of how to utilize econom)- 
cally the cull and waste fruit became more 
acuté each year with the development of 
the large orange and lemon groves. Fruit 
which is too small or too large, unsightly 
or misshapen, can not be sold profitably for 
food. Some fruit is not fit for shipment be 
cause of minor defects. such as small 
bruises, or punctures from thorns or gravel 
or rough boxes, since such defects become 
points of infection for bacterial and fung- 
ous growths which cause decay. The 
amount of waste frult averages from year 
to vear about 3 per cent. of the total crop. 

The citrus by-products laboratory was of- 
ganized at Los Angeles, in 1914, to inves- 

gate the possibility of adapting to cond?- 
tions in California, and improving existing 
methods for the utilization of waste lemons, 
to develop new methods, and to make, tf 
possible, new products from the waste 
lemons, oranges, and grapefruit. 

There were one or two emall and strug. 
giing by-products companies in California 
when these investigations were begun. 
These concerns were making no aprreci- 
able inroad into the enormous supply of 
cull fruit available. Since the establish- 
ment of the experimental laboratory in Los 
Angeles, the by-products industry has de 
veloped rapidly. Now there are four con- 
cerng manufacturing lemon by-products. 
The plants’ of these concerns have a ca- 
pacity of over 50,000 pounds of lemon oil, 
500,000 pounds of citrate of lime, and over 
1,500,000 pounds of citric acid. Twenty 
concerns are producing orange by-products 
te the extent of 6,000,000 pounds each year. 
These orange by-products iyclude marma- 
a marmalade stock, jellies and candied 


Improved methods for the manufacture of 
orange vinegar have been developed by the 
experimental work. 
duction from cull grapefruit of candied peel 
end juices of excellent quality have been 
devised. The existing methods for the 
manufacture of citrate of lime and of citric 
acid have been improved and adapted to 
California conditions. 

The benefits to the grower of fruit is 
shown by the increase in the price of cull 
fruits since the experimental work was be- 
gun. Less than five years ago cull lemons 
could be had in large quantities for $5 a 
ton, while today they bring $20 to $25 a ton, 
not withstanding the fact that a larger quan- 
tity is now available. Sound cull oranges 
could be bought formerly in large quantities 
for $5 a ton. Now all cull oranges placed 
upon the market are snapped up quickly 
at from $20 to $30 a ton.

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TRACTORS AID IN EARLY PLOWING- 


NDICATING a change in barley growing 
practice since the tractor came into gen- 
eral use, farmers growing barley in 

Southern California are plowing earlier than 
usual this year. It has been the common 
‘practice in the southern part of the State to 
wait until the winter rains have softened 
the ground before putting in the seed. But 
farmers who are fortunate enough to have 
ample machine power available are. taking 
time by the forelock and are breaking up 
their land and preparing to get in their seed 
to take advantage of the first fall rains. 

The new agriculture demands that the old 

California practice of waiting for softening 
rains and then running a disc over the 
ground and then seeding for barley be aban- 
doned and more progressive methods be 
substituted. A campaign of education to- 
wards better barley culture is being carried 
on in the various farm centers of the State. 
The farmer who raises barley is being in- 
duced to plow, not merely disc the ground, 
unless, of course, large disc plows are 
pulled by tracklaying tractors, in which 
case a sufficient depth would be attained. 
The ideal mariey seed bed ig one where 
the bottom is firm, and the top two inches 
is loose, in order that the seed may not 
drop below a point not penetrated by the 
first rains or a light irrigation. It has been 
heretofore held by some barley raisers that 
ali that is needed is to lightly disc up the 
ground, thus loosening the top two inches. 
But it is bad practice to allow the seed to 
drop on a hard plowsole below the top 
mulch. 

However, very deep plowing is not essen- 
tial In barley culture on average soils and 
under average irrigation conditions. Plows 
of less draft may be used in breaking the 
ground for barley than for most crops. Bar- 
iey is a shallow rooted crop and depends on. 
the top three or four inches of soil for its 
nourishment.

POISON BRAN BAIT 
FOR THE ARMY WORM.

The simplest and most effective remedy 
for army worms, say Federal entomologists, 
is the poison-bran bait, made according to 
the standard formula ag given for grass- 
hopper and cutworm control. It is as fol- 
Wheat bran, 25 pounds; Paris green 
or white arsenic, 1 pound; lemons or or- 
anges, 6 finely-chopped fruits: low-grade 
molasses, such as refuse from sugar facto- 
ries, or cattle molasses, known as black 
strap, 2 quarts; water as needed, usually 
from 2 to 3 gallons. 


The bran and Paris green or arsenic are 


thoroughly mixed while dry. The fruits 


are then finely chopped and added, and 
lastly the diinted molasses is poured over 


kneaded and mixed.

cannot be secured, crushed ripe tomatoes, 


watermelons or other fruits may be added. 
The bait should be strewed thinly and even- 
ly over the ground in the path of the ad- 
vancing worms.

The 
natives all live close to the water, as fish 
forms a large part of their food and the in- 
terior is rough and barren. . 

The road is very much like the old 

in Griffith Pa x, replacing the trees with 
banana, cocoanut and other tropical fruits. 
Wild guava trees are the most plentiful and . 
are filled with gtiavas the size of a large 
lemon. Cocoanuts, bananas, bread fruft and 
many other kinds of fruit grow wild. The 
green cocoanut, which is the one most used 
by the natives, has over a quart of cool 
milk in it and a thia Jayer of pulp or meat. 
The natives grate the pulp, add a HNittle 
water, press it and have a thick cream for 
their coffee. When a native opens a 
nut he is surrounded by dogs, .cats, 
chickens, pigs and children, all of whom 
the pulp of the cocoanut with great relish. 


A Day With a Young 
Couple in Tahiti. 
S WE entered the native village of Pasa 
we heard a call and saw a young 
couple up to their waists in the water, fish- 
ing. The girl was about 13 and the man 
about 16 and proved later to be husband - 
and wife.

The first thing to describe 
at an American wedding would be the cos- 
tumes of the bride and guests. The bride 
had on a white mother hubbard, the hus- 
band-to-be a white linen suit, and the na- 
tives were all the way from undress to full 
dress, but mostly undress.

HEN I came to Paris, in 1891, 

first traveled in Germany and made 
some German acquaintances. Later, when 
two such came to Paris, I went about with 
them. At the palatia) Pousset Brasserie 
(beer taverns, called Belgian, Bavarian 
beer having come in strongly with the Ex- 
position of 1889) we were conversing in 
German—why not, over Gegman beer, sold 
and drunk by French folks? Yet at that 
late date (in 1892) a waiter interrupted us 
with great politeness: “Will the messieurs 
have the kindness to cease speaking Ger- 
man? It contraries our public!” . 

It was twenty years after the Franco- 
Prussian War of 1870-73 that such a thing 
could happen. Twenty years later stfi!, in 

_ the spring of 1914 (when nobody in France 
‘dreamed of war,) I was so struck by the 
changed situation in my own time that 1 


undertook an investigation of German pros- - 


perity in Paris. 

It began at Spiess’s Wiener Restauration, 
the highest class German public place in 
the French capital, much frequented by 
Parisians by curiosity of German wines

At Spiess’s, then, at lunch, one of those 
happy days before the war, we watched two 
really beautiful German girls amid large 
family tourist parties, with young German 
men agog to show off.

“The actual figures of the Prefecture of Po 
lice give 103,000 resident Germans in 
Paris,” he answered. “But the true num- 
ber is considerably greater. We have only 
one German school in Paris, it is true— 
because parents will not send their chil- 
dren to it. They naturally want them to 
speak French fivently, as a business asset; 
so they seid them to the French public 
schools.”

Yes, immediately. According to § the 
records of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, 
there are currently about fifty demands for 
naturalization before its little Chamber of 
Deputies.

Soiled clothes are laid on deck, thorough- 
ly soaped and scrubbed with stiff brushes, 
then hung on the line. All navy clothing is 
made with two holes close together on a 
seam, short pieces of whipcord are rove 
through these holes, they are called clothes- 
stops, and are naval clothespins. 

Then one man mans the hose, the others 
arm themselves with brooms and the 
decks are washed down. When this 
is finished the brooms are stowed 
away and squegees take their place. 
The decks are dried as 
much as possible. Swabs 
are used te dry the paint- 
work. This.continues until 
7 o'clock when the bugler 
sounds “Mess-gear.” 
Squegees and swabs are @ 
stowed away and fifteen 
minutes are spent in wash- 
ing up and preparing for 
breakfast. 


At 7:15 the bugler 
sounds “Mess call,” the 
bugle is followed by the 
pipe.

When this dries the regular paint ts ap 
plied. This job seems to be endless. One nev- 
er realizes the expanre of free-goard, from 
the water-line to the gunwale, of a battle ship 
until one has been around: the ship on a 
stage.

On Friday the ship is prepared for Satur- 
day inspection. Everything is cleaned and 
polished. The decks are holy-stoned. 
they are thoroughly wetted; then sand is 
sprinkled over them; then comes the holy- 
stone, or bible as it is sometimes called, a 
soft limestone which is dragged er pushed 
over the deck wearing the surface perfectly 
white. Some stones have handles, lixe 5 
broom. Others haven't, and to operate the 
latter it is necessary to assume an attitude 
of prayer, or in other words, to recline, 
gracefully or otherwise, on your marrow- 
bones. Hence the name, holy-stone. 

When a ship is under way sea watches 
prevail. That is, sailors are on watch four 
hours and off watch the same length of 
time. This is called watch and watch, or 
sea watch. In the old days a ship’s crew 
was divided Into two groups. One was the 
starboard watch, the other was the larboard 
watch. On account of the similarity, con- 
fusion sometimes arose. The result was 
the changing of larboard to port. 

Four o'clock the 
afternoon starts the 
first-dog watch which lasts 
until 6. The second dog 
watch is from 6 to 8. The 


object of the dog watches 
is to change the day watch. 
For instance we start with 
the first watch at 8 in the 
morning with the star-

At 
the end of two weeks hammocks, bags and 
mattress covers are scrubbed and clean ones 
issued.
